In a recent lecture before a Farm
era' Institute, on the subject of po
tato growing, Hon. J. S. Brigham, of
Wood county, 'gave a very practical
talk. He says he docs not make much
distinction between early and late po-

tatoes, although the late ones are in-

variably a more certain crop. The
potato used for planting should never
be allowed to sprout in the winter. It
should be kept cither in cold storage
or buried. Mr. Brigham said. The
sprouting of a potato robs it of a cer-

tain amount of growing capacity. If
potatoes are to bo planted by machi-

nery, the hills should be 34 inches apart
ewith four inches oi dirt over tnem

TWO IMPORTANT DITCHES.
A petition signed by William Grolle

and others has been received by the
county commissioners and they have
set March 28th at 10 a. m. as the
time for viewing the proposed ditch
improvement. This ditch is to com-

mence at the head of old ditch on the
west side of the McCutcheonville
road at a point about 50 rods south
of the north line of section 34, Per-
rysburg township, thence run north-
west along the westerly side of the
McCutcheonville road following the
line of the old township ditch to Cedar
Creek at the north line of section 28,
Perrysburg,yand there terminate; also
a branch beginning at a point about
50 rods west and 60 rods south of the
interior quarter post of section 28,
Perrysburg, thence run easterly fol-

lowing the line of an old water course
to the ditch on the west side of the
McCutcheonville road and there ter-
minate; also a branch commencing on
the south side of the public road at
the south quarter post of section 28,
Perrysburg township, and running
thence east following an old township
ditch to the ditch on the west side of
McCutcheonville road and there ter-
minate; petitioners also ask that the
waterway under the western division
of the O. C. R. R. be lowered and en-

larged at the ditch crossing.
The commissioners have received a

petition for a ditch improvement
signed by John F. and L. Sophia
Schroeder and have set March 29th
as the date to view the same. This
is to commence at the head of old
ditch about 25 rods west of the east
quarter post of section 28, Perrys
burg township,thence "run east along
the south side of tho public road to
county ditch No. 1420 and there ter-

minate; also a branch commencing at
the head of an old ditch at the south
quarter post of section 27, Perrys-
burg township, running thence north
to the interior quarter post of sec-

tion 27, same township, thence wast
following said old ditch to county
ditch No. 1420 and there terminate.
Petitioners also ask that the water-
way under the western division of tho
O. C R. R. be lowered and enlarged
at the ditch crossing.
